SOLD HOME BREW 


Hops and Malt Dealer Is 
Convicted. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Dec. 23.—[{Spe- 
eial.]—Elmer A. MacDonald and Frank 
A. Topping, dealers in hops, malt, an¢ 
capping machines and tubing, today 
were found guilty by a jury in United 
States District court of conspiracy to 
violate the federal prohibition law and 
of possession and sale of articles and 
ingredients meant for the manufacture 
of home brew beer. They were alleged, 
also, to have passed out recipes which 
produced real beer. 

Judge Arthur J. Tuttle sentenced 
MacDonald to thirteen months in the. 
federal penitentiary at Leavenworth 
and fined Topping $1,000, 

Wants Others Prosecuted. 

“The government must put all sim- 
ilar concerns in the city out of busi- 
ness and prosecute their proprietors 
within thirty days,” the court said, “ or 
I will ask the President of the United 
States to pardon MacDonald and Top- 
ping.” 

The prosecuting attorney said he 
would. see to it that the owners of 
such stores are arrested. 


PLAN CHICAGO INQUIRY. | 

Investigation of Chicago concerns 
sélling home brew ingredients will be 
begun by federal authorities with a 
view to prosecutions similar to the 
Grand Rapids case, federal authorities 
said last night. 

- “The Grand Rapids district attorney 
apparently has proceeded under sec- 
tion 37 of the criminal code, a con- 
spiracy law which has been active for 
many years and under which the great 
majority of conspiracy actions are 
taken,” Col. John V. Clinnin, first as- 
sistant district attorney, said. 

“The penalty under section 37 is 
two years imprisonment or $10,000 fine. 
It would have to be proved, though, 
that home brew, illegal in quantity 
of alcohol, had been made from therin- 


gredients sold. 


“If this conviction is obtained under 
section 37, the precedent established 
is a new and-powerful weapon in the 
hands of the prohibition authorities.”

Story of Kidnaping. 

John A. McRae, a Detroit manufac- 
turer, and his wife, Edith, were guests 
at the Hotel La Salle. Last night they 
took their automobile to 3ist street 
and Indiana avenue, met a man named. 
John G. Allen, McRae’s representative 
in Chicago. They went later to visit 
Charles Ackerson, dealer in autos at 
6615 South Aberdeen street. At 60th 
and Aberdeen five holdup men in an 
automobile drove up, flashing revol- 
vers. The bandits declared they were 
officers and that the McRae car was a 
booze runner from Detroit. They ran 
the car into the alley, presumably to 
search it. But instead they held up 
the occupants,

man, who introduced himself as 
Ackerson, but wasn’t. Two of the 
bandits forced Allen and the supposed 
Ackerson to accompany them to the 
McRae machine.

“I ‘hope you haven’t got a sister 
that would have to go through any- 
thing like this!” 

About $800 in jewelry was taken. 
She saved the rings, but he took her 
cash. They drove for two hours. 
Then she: was given $5 and released 
on Madison street. She went to’ the 
hotel and notified the police, then went 
to her room. 

She had been there but a little whfle 
when there came a telephone call. A 
mysterious Mr. Frazier was on the line. 
Her husband was safe; he would come 
baak shortly; she needn’t worry. ' At- 
tempts to trace the call failed. 

Two Men Return.

NOT ALLIANCE 


Aim of Good Will . 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. C., Dec, 23.—[Spe- 
clal.]—President Harding expressed 
the opinion today that the international] 
conference on the limitation of arma- 
ment is making “the greatest contri- 
bution to peace and good wil) that has 
ever marked the Christmas time in all 
the Christian era.” 
This comment was elicited from the 
executive by questions put to him this 


afternoon by newspaper correspond- 
ents in regard to the interpretation of 
the four power Pacific treaty, which fs 
construed by the negotiators as apply- 
ing to the principal islands of Japan, 
a construction to which Mr. Harding 
says he has no objection despite his 
previous interpretation of the pact to 
the contrary. 
Will for Peace the Vital Thing. — 
The President explained that he is 
not concerned with petty differences of 
construction, but with the great out- 
standing consideration that the four 
powers in the Pacific purpose under 
this treaty to settle disputes before war 
instead of afterward, a process which 
would have averted the world war. 
“The big things aimed at,” he sald, 
“are understandings for peace and an 
agreement to meet and discuss the 
preservation of peace whenever it is 
threatened. No alliafice or entangle- 
ment ig thought of, none will be nego- 
tiated. 
over things accomplished than to dwell 
on differing views which can be of no 
great consequence. 

Denies Sécret Agreements. 

“The President is unwilling that the 
unjustified charge that the United 
States delegates are withholding infor- 
mation shall go unchallenged. He had 
full confidence, elge he had not chosen 
them, and he has full confidence now, 
and is more than gratified over their. 
efforts, because they are working out 
the greatest contribution to peace and 
good will which has ever marked the 
Christmas time in all the Christian era. 

“It is one thing to talk about the 
ideals of peace, but the bigger thing 
is to seek the actuality. This the con- 
ference is doing, in hafmony with en | 
overwhelming American sentiment, 
and a world sentirhent, too.” 

Credit Not to U. 8S. Alone. 
 @Do you feel that the world has made 
great progress in the direction of peace 
and good will?” the President was 
asked. 

“TI do think so,” Mr. Harding replied 
“TI believe it with all my heart. I do 
not say that with the thought of ar- 
rogating to the United States of Amer- 
ica any gredter part of the contribu. 
tion than that which has been made 
by other nations of like importance 
and like civilization. But it seems to 
m¢ that in 1921, as we have come to 
know more fully the aftermath of the 
war, as we have come to appraise the 
unspeakable cost of it all, there is a 
new conviction in the hearts of men 
that that sort of appeal—the appeal to 
arms—to settle international questions 
is a futile thing, and that we are un- 
worthy of our position and unworthy 
of the blessings which fall to a right- 
eous civilization if we do not find some 
means for a righteous adjustment 
without appeal to slaughter and w 
and all the distresses that attend.

There are many men in Chicago who 
knew well the weinstube John Zimmer- 
man: conducted at 152 North La Salle 
street. It was restful, with its smoke 
darkened walls and beamed ceiling, i 
heavy oak chairs and tables, w 
shiny with much use, and the row of 
steins about the walls to lend a touch 
of color. _ 

Then Came Prohibition. 


Then came the prohibition law. 
There was some question of interpre- 
tation, as to whether the lid would be 
clamped down on Jan. 15, 1920, or 
whether sales could be continued until 
midnight of Jan. 16. 

John Zimmerman’s patrons selfishly 
argued for the latter hour, and because 
they were his friends he believed them. 


to buy two bottles of wine in his place 
on Jan. 16. 
Zimmerman was ciate tried, 
found guilty by a jury in Judge Lan- 
dis’ court, and sentenced to sixteen 
months in prison. 
The sentence dazed him. His attor- 
ney, Leopold Saltiel, appealed. He con- 
tended that the Volstead act read that 
the law should not go into effect “ until 
the end of the 16th of January.” 
Feels He’s Disgraced. 
But his assurances failed to cheer 
John Zimmerman. He felt he was in 
disgrace. He was the first of a long 
line of weinstube owners—for two cen- 
turies—ever to be arrested. He avoid- 
friends, worried, and became ill. 
For weeks and months he waited 


To one of his best friends he 
said» 

“For one day, when ‘I believed I was 
right, they sentence me to prison. Yet 
now I see saloons running wide open, 
a year after the law says they should 
be closed. I see thousands of men buy- 
ing and making and selling and drink- 
ing terrible moonshine, and I sold only 
wine and beer. 

“I see murders causedtby moonshine 


and men killed by it. I see it peddied | 


on the streets. I see policemen selling 
it @r winking at its sale. I see big 
business men growing richer through 
deals in contraband liquor. 

And Prison for Him. | 

“ And I must go to prison for selling 
when I was told I was within the law.” 

For the last four months John Zim- 
merman was a lost soul. His strength 
gave a little each day under the bur- 
den of his “ disgrace.” 

Last Thursday the long awaited de- 
cision on the appeal was handed down 
in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. It vindicated John Zimmer- 
man. He had the right to sell on Jan. 
16, the court ruled, and the federal 
agents had no right to arrest him. 

Yesterday Attorney Saltiel went to 
John Zimmerman's home to tell him 
the good news. Mrs. Zimmerman met 
him at the door. He told her about it. 

“Thank you, my friend,” she said. 

““But it. comes too late. "My husband 

died two days ago.”

This logical position is not incornpatible with an 
insistence by us that thé two powers shall not 
combine to exclude us unfairly from trade or other 
opportunities enjoyed among friendly nations.

: in which he lives, to determine the 
possibility of making the air in a mod- 
erate sized, inexpensive furnace heated 
house comfortable and healthy during 
winter weather such as prevails in cen- 
tral Qhio. The house is heated by @ 

The conclusion he comes to is that if 
can be done. The apparatus needed and 
its cost is‘about as follows: 

1. An ordinary hot air furnace, with 
arrangement for circulation of air in 
the rooms and b&ck to the furnace. 2. 
A humidifying device, costing about $24, 
with an additional expense of about $5 
for attaching it to the furnace. 3. A 
small portable electric fan, costing about 
$10, the e type of fan used to cool 
with in hot’ weather. 4. A couple of 
thermometers, costing ‘about $1 each. 
5. A hygrometer ompsychrometer, cost- 
ing $4 to $10. | 3 | 

The current to run the fan three to 
six hours a day will cost but a few cents 
daily. The cost of evaporating the water 
to humidify will about equal the saving 
through keepipg.the temperature of the 
rooms lower. 


The temperature can be kept at 68, or 
even as low as 60, with comfort, if the 
humidity is maintained at 45 to 60 per 
cent. A humidity as high as this will 
cause deposit of water on the windag 
glass. This does no harm to health or 
to anything else. Nevertheless it ig bet- 
ter to use double glassed windows, and 
all cracks should be closely caulked 
around windows, doors, and other aper- 
tures, both to prevent ‘condensation of 
water and to prevent water loss and 
heat loss and air loss from leakage. This 
is especially necessary on windy days. 
The use of the fan is necessary to get 
the heat out.of ‘the furnace. 

On days when the temperature was 
above freezing Dr. Hayhurst did not find 
it neceseary ito humidify. The ordinary 
sources of moisture contributed to the 
air all the water it needed. 

On very cold days it was found advisa- 
ble to supplement the humidifying ap- 
paratus by evaporation from a wet ce- 
ment floor. On such days he used the 
hose to keep a section of the floor wet 
near the furnace all day, and at bedtime 
there was enough water. there to sup- 
ply the air for several hours. «

considerable moisture to the air—in fact,

INFECTED BY STABLE FLY. 
H. P. B. writes: “ Your letter on * jack 


rabbit fever’ in today’s paper leads me 


to write you an experience of mine which 
oceurred this summer. I was in the 
habit of sitting in the porch swing much 
of the day. One day I expérienced con- 
siderable annoyance from what I sup- 
posed to be.a mosquite’s continually bit- 
ing me. The bite seemed much more 
irritating than any ever experienced be- 
fore, and I did not seem able to catch 
the insect. For several days when sit- 
ting in the swing this seemed to occur 
and the spots were so itchy that I'll 
confess to severely rubbing same. 

“One day, finding the same peculiar 
bite on the front of my foot,@f held the 
foot perfectly still, and looked down, 
thinking, ‘If only I catch you now I'll 
surely kill you.’ Instead of a mosquito 
it was a‘fly about the size of the house- 
fly with striped body.

To John Alden Carpenter belongs the | 
credit of having introduced the largest 


Slice of Christmas cheer in music yet 
discovered. He did it with his “ Krazy 
Kat,” which had its first performance 
by Mr. Stock and the Chicago Sym- 
phony. orchestra yesterday aftcrnoon. 

It. is the best bit of musical humor 
I ve heard in many a year, humor 
that is in the essence of the music 
itself and not necessarily dependent 
upon a banging drum. , Even 8tra- 
vinsky himself did no better comedy 
when he conceived “ Petrouchka.” 

Mr. Carpenter has used a method 
here which will undoubtedly cause the 
music clubs to rage and imagine a vain 

hing. He has elevated jazz music to 
a position in the great orchestra. But 


to forget the precepts of shis elders 
could do just this sort of thing, I am in 


after hearing “ Krazy Kat.” 

The composer calls his work a jazz 
pantomime. It would make a very 
good pantomime, say by Fred Stone 
and Violet Zell as the chief parties 
in interest. As to its inner meaning 
he says this: 

“To those who have. not mastered 
Mr. Herriman’s psychology, it may be 
explained that “Krazy Kat” is the 
world’s greatest optimist—Don Quixote 
and Parsifal rolled into one. It is, 
therefore, possible to him to maintain 
constantly at white heat a passjonate 
affair with Ignatz Mouse, in which the 
gender of each remains ever a delight- 
ful mystery. Ignatz, on the other 
hand, condenses in his sexless self all 


the cardinal vices. If Krazy blows 
beautiful bubbles, Ignatz shatters 
them; if he builds castles in Spain,. 


Ignatz is there with the brick. In 
short, he is meaner than anything, and 
his complex is-cats.” 3 

Perhaps for further elucidation it 
may be explained that Krazy and 
Ignatz are the chief characters in a re- 
current cartoon strip. Krazy prepares 
for a grand ball, with costume, pow- 
der, lip stick, and all. Then he inhales 
the perfume from a bouquet of catnip 
and at once goes into a “class A fit, 
a fit progressive, a fit de luxe, the Kat- 
nip Blues.” Meanwhile the orchestra 
loud laughter.

A sidelight on the darstic decline in 


values of American agricultural prod- 

by the November 
figures on agricultural exports com- 
piled by the department of commerce. 
Recalling that the foreign demand for 
our surplus farm products is one of 
the most important price factors, the 
figures are interesting. 

Exports of breadstuffs last month were 
valued at $31,468,556, compared with $99,- 
77685 in November, 1920. Such exports 
for the eleven months ended with No- 

@ vember aggregated $718, 253,185, 
pared with $982,852,498 for the same pe- 
riod in 1920. Thus far this year, there- 
fore, the value of foodstuffs sold abroad 
is about $264,000,000 less than last year. 

A study of both values and quantities 
is even more illuminating. 
wheat last month were only a little more 
than half those of November, 1920, but 
the aggregate value was less than one- 
fourth. Last month's exports were 13,- 
846,322 bushels valued at $16,352,359, com- 
pared with 26,035,147 bushels valued at 
$67,979,491 in November, 1929. 

Wheat Exports for 11 Months. 

For the eleven months of this year the 
quantity of wheat exported was almost 
50 per cent larger than for the same 
period last year, but the aggregate value 
was only about four-fifths as much as in 

Exports were 269,497,218 bushels 

at $420,301,381, compared with 

192,883,961 bushels valued at $535,431,999 
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Last month's exports of meat and dairy 
products totaled $17,578,310, compared 
wth $39,212,007 in November, 1920. Ex- 
ports of cotton last month totaled $64,- 
254,709, compared with $91,138,372 in No- 
vember, last year. For eleven months 
of this year compared with the same 
period last year, meat and dairy exports 
were $167,000,000 less and cotton exports 
$672,000,000 less. 


$1,000,000,000 Less for Farmer. 


Thus, on only the three items of wheat, 
meat and dairy products, and cotton, the 
American farmer received about $1,000,- 
000,000 less from exports than In 1920. 
When it is considered that the great bulk 
of farm products are consumed at home 
and that the shrinkage on values has 
the drastically curtailed 
purchasing power of the farmer is easily 
understood, also the attendant stagna- 
tion in business and industry.
